FORESTS AND STREAMS. 


As members of the state water com- 


mission we were in the territory to 
adjudicate water claims on the West 
Cu'rsun river, which is an interstate 
stream, shared with Nevada. The area 
is wild and wooded, and with tumbling 
streams, a veritable stage sr-tting for 
wild west romance. Qufte a little min- 
ing is still in progress in places, but 
for the most part the country is desert- 
ed, with many famous towns of the 
past merely wraiths of their former 
selves, telling more in their ruin and 
neglect of the fickleness of mankind 
than could be gained from books of 
sermons. 


Alpine, by all rights, should be a 


part of Douglas county, Nevada, for 
the line in reality should be drawn at 
the top of the ridge of mountains, so 
that this area might be included in a 
state that is nearer to its location. It 
is a long way from Alpine to Sacra- 
mento, and the journey into that coun- 
ty must be made through Nevada, for 
it is a valley shut in by great mountain 
barriers that do not open adequately 
on the California side. In journeying 
to Alpine the party must needs find a 
place of rest and refreshment in a 
Nevada town enroute, and this the 
town of Minden supplies, a model lit- 


lowed a way into the state by dint of 
their own indomitable will and perse- 
verance under obstacles. 


OLD PLACEEVILLE. 


The historic town of Placerville is 


still quite a city, resembling somewhat 
the Swiss hamlets that cling to the pre- 
cipitous slopes of the Alps. There is 
still some mining in progress, but the 
ountry has been metamorphosed into 
pear orchards for the greater part, and 
is coming to be famous for the excel- 
lent quality of its fruit. 


The Placerville or Kit Carson roads 


to Lake Tahoe arc in excellent condi- 
tion, and this is the proper time of year 
to make such a journe'y, for the roads 
are dry now, following the melting of 
the winter snows. In fact all the roads 
in that region are good natural dirt 
roads, and are wide and safe, some- 
what in contradistinction to our own 
mountain roads, which are too narrow. 
Mountain roads, especially in Southern 
California, have been built too narrow 
for safety, and it is a sad mistake 
which is causing the loss of a great 
amount of travel into the beautiful 
spots of the public domain. 


To one who wished to drive and 


camp there could be no better trip 
than up along the Nevada line, through 
this country of historic interest. There 
are comparatively no difficulties to con- 
tend with, and a welcome awaits the 
traveler that is like a refreshing page 
out of the days of vanished hospital-

MINIATURE TOWNS. 


The state water commission held a 


hearing in the little village of Karkee- 
ville, county seat of Alpine county, a 
place of only about fifty people, but 
with its courthouse and other public 
buildings, and a superior court judge, 
who spends a great deal of his time 
presiding for other judges in Los An- 
geles and San Francisco counties. 
In 


the Hope valley there is a big water 
conservation and irrigation project in 
process of. formation, where there are 
possibilities of storing 400,000 acre 
feet.

all staples have declined to a point 
where they are as cheap or cheaper 
than in 1915. This is particularly true 
of rice, beans, potatoes and other sta- 
ples, while the principal staple, sugar, is 
now at the price it sold for in October, 
1915. Sugar is now selling for six dol- 
lars and twenty-five cents the hundred 
pound sack. Last year at this time it 
was twenty-seven dollars per one hun- 
dred pounds." 


Mr. Warner predicted that

there would be a great deal of summer 
canning this year. Fresh fruits will 
not be shipped out of Southern Cali- 
fornia to any extent, he said, owing to 
the high freight rates to the east.

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Given a serious setback by the heavy 


rains which fell in May, work gangs 
under the direction of County Flood 
Control Engineer Reagan have been en- 
gaged in the removal of a ten-foot de- 
posit of silt, sand and "rock carried into 
the San Dimas canyon by storm waters 
and left at a point where efforts to put 
in the foundation for the San Dimns 
canyon dam were being made. 


Engineer Reagan says that just prior 


to the rains, which lasted from May 
19 to 22, the contractor had cleared the 
bottom of the canyon with a steam 
shovel and was down to bedrock, a per- 
fect foundation being located, and ev- 
erything being in readiness to blast out 
the trenches for the toe and heel of the 
dam. 


Then came showers, which lasted for 


days. One afternoon three inches of 
rain fell in the Sierra Mndro mountains 
in loss than an hour, i( was reported. 
Steam shovels which had been used to 
clear 1ho bottom for dam construction 
wore left half buried by sand and silt 
when the water disappeared. Engineer 
Keagfiii says it will cost, the contractors 


I $5000 to remove this deposit. 


DELAY PROBABLE. 


j 
Mr. Reagan had hoped to finish the 


j dam in time to handle the storm waters 
! next winter, but it now seems probable 
! that completion will be slightly delay- 
! ed on account of the extra work caused 
by the rains. The San Dimas canyon 
dam will stand 140 feet above bedrock, 
will cost approximately $500,000, and 
probably will handle a large percentage 
of the flood waters which ordinarily 
pass out of the canyon during a rainy 
season. 


Definite 
results from 
recent flood 


control work were able to be visualized 
at the Devil's Gate dam near Pasa- 
dena, where a lake covering somewhat 
loss than .1000 acres of waste bottom 
land was created by the May rains. In 
| March the rains brought water in this 
dam up to the 47-foot mark against the j Qjj;c8 
gates, but practically all of the moist- ' 
uro seeped away in the gravel beds 
above the dam in the course of a few 
days. Then came the heavy May rains, 
and the artificial lake was again form- 
ed, the water touching the 51-foot mark 
on the gates. 


This water supply represents what 


would have run into the ocean but for 
the fact that a dam was built in the 
Arroyo Seco, near Pasadena, to hold it 
back at times when the run-off is heavy. 


Mr. Reagan says that the supply 


gradually seeped away into the gravel 
beds, but there is no objection to this 
from an engineering standpoint, and it

Last year two of the boys gained elev- 
en pounds each in their four weeks, 
and within three or four days the eyes 
grow brighter, the cheeks fuller, and 
the pathetic, pinched faces become 
more normal.

tion process for recovery of ores, now 
superseding the cyanide processes, and 
as the inventor of the internal combus- 
tion ore stamp- mills with the fixed 
stamp and the moving mortar. All the 
inventions and patents in connection 
•with the new chlorocyanic gas and its 
•uses are due to and are owned by Mr, 
Van Meter and his associates. 


The Justinian Caire Company of San 


Francisco, organized in the early fifties 
of the last century, and one of the most 
prominent houses on the coast in the 
chemical trades and supplies for assay- 
ers and educational institutions, has 
secured the western rights and is the 
financial force back of the new ehloro- 
cyanic industry. They are reputed to 
have ample capital for all development 
work and .propose to speedily put it 
on its feet for broad and comprehensive 
distribution. 


Two near-by sites for the proposed 


plants are now under option, but sup- 
plies of chlorine and cyanide are al- 
ready on the way, to commence the 
manufacture of the orchard supplies at 
once, without waiting for the erection 
of the plants.

or ground squirrels in any runway, 
within a few minutes of its application. 
It is claimed this will be a positive 
exterminator of these pests within a 
short time. 
The chlorocyanie process uses 90 per 


cent less cyanide than any other pro- 


cess, greatly reducing the first cost, in 
addition to the lowered costs of its use, 
and this will mean the more general use 
of this scale and insect eradicato'r and 
the improvement of the orchard indus- 
try, through lowered costs of operation. 


HOW HANDLED. 


The cyanide base is a sodium cyanide 


mixture, specially devised for the new 
Van Meter process. 
This is packed 


in cardboard cartridges, containing five 
ounces each, and is perfectly safe and 
harmless until it comes in contact with 
chlorine gas, when the combination 
forms and discharges one of the dead- 
liest gases known to chemical science. 
Each such five-ounce cartridge is suffi- 
cient for the fumigation of a tree and 
no changing dosage is required. They 
can be stored indefinitely. and used 
when desired. 


The chlorine gas will be made from 


common salt, by an electrolytic process 
of liberation, and will be compressed 
into cylinders of drawn steel, contain- 
ing ten pounds each in the liquid form. 
These cylinders are pqrtable, confined 
in footed wire carriers, specially de- 
signed to fasten to the ground at the 
trees, have automatic gauges for watch- 
ing the flow, and are supplied with 
rubber tubes or hose connecting with 
the cyanogen cartridges. 
These cylin- 


ders with their chlorine contents, can 
also be shipped by rail or express and 
are safe for handling. 


The tents or covers used are open 


at the to.p. The cartridge is placed 
under the edge of the tent, the hose 
attached, immediately forming and re- 
leasing the- chlorocyanic gas which is 
visible in the form of light smoke or 
vapor and gives off an odor. Within 
five or ten minutes the tent can be re- 
moved, the gas having covered the tree 
with a light film which destroyes all 
insect or animal life, scales, etc., on 
the ground, in the air or on the tree 
within the tent.

SCHOOL EQUIPMENT 
NECESSARY. 


If the people of the Covi2ia union high school district know the 


facts about the actual needs of the school, they will vote the $175,000 
bond issue at the election next Thursday without hesitation. 


When we learn that the present building has an actual student 


capacity of two thundred; that two hundred and sixty-five scholars 
were crowded into the building at the last session, and that with 
the incoming class of one hundred and eighteen as against the out- 
going class of forty-one, we have an increase to three hundred and 
forty-two scholars for the next term, it is not difficult to decide that 
the school needs more room, and right away. 


There is only one question confronting the voters. It is that of 


adequately housing and educating the scholars, our children. The 
question as to whether someone likes the members of the board or 
dislikes them, has nothing to do with the election. As long as our 
school districts are political subdivisions governed by the people 
through school boards, there will be political differences arising to 
cloud every issue that confronts the welfare of the students and the 
school. It is unfortunate that this is so. but the practical taxpayer 
is not going to allow political factions to becloud the fact that school 
equipment is needed. We have had school elections in the past 
when "reform" candidates have run and have been elected, and in 
turn these "reform" candidates were attacked, for the simple reason 
that the obligation of the trustee to the district looks quite a little 
different from the inside looking out than from the outside looking in. 


The editor of the Argus looks at this question of the school bond 


issue as just a practical question, with no relation to the personnel 
of the school board, and believes that likes and dislikes of individuals 
should be laid aside in determining the question of school efficiency. 


•We need to build more rooms for the high school scholars. The 


entire valley is growing; store and office buildings must be built and 
are being built to accommodate the growth of business; houses are 
being built to meet the needs of the growing number of families. 
The valley is gowing and progessing rapidly, and one of the places 
where it shows its growth most emphatically is in the schools. We 
have a duty to perform in this matter that the taxpayers will un- 
doubtedly recognize without lengthy arguments. It is not any one 
whole, but every individual must have a hand in deciding it.

"More than half of the' acreage in 


the San .Gabriel valley is now being 
farmed with tractors," said George B. 
Noble, Cletrac tractor agent, this week. 


"A survey of the valley from La- 


manda Park to the east end of the 
county shows that ranchers are equip- 
ping with tractors as rapidly as finan- 
ces will allow, because it has been dem- 
onstrated beyond doubt that the tractor 
is cheaper than horse-drawn farm ma- 
chinery. It takes five acres of ground 
to keep one horse for one year. Many 
people do not stop to consider that 
someone on some land somewhere is 
using five acres of land to produce the 
feed eaten by one horse. It is of course 
grown on cheaper land, as a rule, than 
is found in this orchard district, but 
the orchardist who uses horses hay to 
pay for it just the same." 


Mr. Noble said that the opportunity 


to buy tractors has been made easy by 
the federal reserve bank system, which 
will finance a rancher to buy a tractor, 
but not to buy an automobile. These 
tractor notes are handled by the banks 
of the valley that are connected with 
the federal reserve bank, and are 
straight 
notes, not contracts. 
This 


method has made it possible for hun- 
dreds of ranchers in Southern Califor- 
nia to finance themselves for a tractor, 
and the tractor has helped them to pay 
the note, he said.

Death of Captain Douglas 


Letters expressing deep regret be- 


capse of the death in-aa airplane acei- 
dept Of Captain Howard T. Douglas of 
CoViaa, Ivhieh occurred lost Wednes- 
day > in, Hampton. Roads, Chesapeake 


, have been coining from all parts 


of tho Xfnitcd States- and Canada to 
Summerfleld Douglas, his father, and 
to, his brother, Gordon C, Douglas. 


"father 
brother arrived in 


Washington yesterday, having started 
from Covina last Saturday 7norning. It 
is their intention to assist the war de- 
partment in an attempt to recover the 
body from the bay. which, up until yes- 
terday afternoon, had not been accom- 
plished. Tho body of Lieutenant M. J. 
Plumb, who lost his life at the same 
time, was recovered, together with the 
wrecked plane, about twenty -four hours 
after the double fatality, hut all ef- 
forts by dragging the vicinity of the 
accident have been in vain so far as 
the recovery of the body of Captain 
Douglas is concerned. Hope of finding 
tho body is by no means abandoned, 
however, and it is expected daily by 
Covina relatives that it will be found. 


Army observers say that the planes, 


which were loeekd together during the 
fatal collision in the air, also fell very 
nearly together, and it is considered 
•merely an. unfortunate circumstance 
that one body and plane was found 
without recovering the other. 
That 


heavy charges of explosives were ex- 
ploded in the vicinity directly after 
the planes fell was considered at first 
to have complicated the work of finding 
the bodies, but the recovery of Lieu- 
tenant Plumb's body gives reason to 
believe that the great bomb that fell 
after the bodies fell did not explode 
near enough to have affected the bo- 
dies. 


VALLEY MOURNS DEATH. 


The entire Covina valley was inex- 


pressibly shocked by the death of Cap- 
tain Douglas, and plans are being made 
for a public observance of the passing 
of this brave officer on the return of 
tho father and brother, even though it 
should prove impossible -to return the 
body here for burial. The local Ameri- 
can Legion post, together with the oth- 
er posts of Southern California, and 
army officials, will recognize the trag- 
ody with proper observances, and the 
city of Covina, joined by citizens of 
the valley, will participate in memorial 
exercises. All arrangements arc held in 
abeyance until the -..'datives return from 
tho east. 


LAST LETTER FROM CAPTAIN 


HOWARD DOUGLAS. 


On the stationery of the office of the 


director of air service at Washington, 
dated June 10, Captain Howard T. 
Douglas wrote the following letter, the 
last one to his folks before his death, 
received this week: 
June 16, 1921. 


Dear Gordon: 
I have had a lot of things to write 


about, but it just seemed that 1 could 
not get around to do it. When I did 
write, I wanted to tell you all the news. 


I had an interesting trip to Boston 


on May 27th. I left Washington in the 
afternoon and got into New York be- 
fore dark. I flew a single-seater and 
had to take on gas at Aberdeen. 
I 


stayed out oa Long Island with Kirk- 
and the next morning went on 


boy for not going to church 
pie talk a dialect of their own. Some 
of their expressions arc decidedly old 
English. They measure their catches of 
fish by firkins. The main street of Tan- 
gier is ten feet -wide and is faced on 
both sides by the picket fences and 
two|-storywhito houses withjgreen shut! 
ters. In practically every front yard is 
a family' burial plot with oldfashioncd 
headstones and long eulogies to the 
dead. The room Streett and T occupied 
was cluttered with tawdry memorial to 
departed ancestors. In the morning we 
had soft-shell crabs for breakfast and 
took along a bunch 'of them to eat for 
lunch. We had to go out in a heavy sea 
on account of the storm blowing and 
make down the east coast of Maryland. 
This took us a long time and about noon 
wo were discovered by airplanes and 
our position reported to Langley Field. 
They had covered the bay 'with air- 
planes to locate us. We put into Cape 
Charles and took a big boat across tho 
bay to Old Point Comfort. I returned 
with the general to Washington that 
evening, as we both had to be surely 
on hand in the morning. Tangier island 
that I speak of is an interesting spot. 
Tho people do not leave the island very 
often and very few people ever move 
in there. ^ 


Tho accidents that we have had in 


the air service recently are very sad. 
I was in Boston when I first heard of 
the Eagle crashing and it was a decid- 
ed shock to learn of the death of some 
very good friends. Colonel Archie Mil- 
ler was generally loved by all air ser- 
vice officers. Maurice Connelly was a 
very good friend of mine and I saw 
quite a lot of him here in Washington. 
The bomb accident at Aberdeen was 
very bad. I knew all those boys and 
have worked a lot with them. Captain 
Hall, who was badly hurt, but who has 
a chance to live, was armament officer 
in the 88th squadron, overseas and I 
saw him on the morning of the acci- 
dent when I stopped at Aberdeen for 
gasoline on my way from New York 
to Washington. 


Our bombing tests start next week. 


I will probably go down to Langley 
about Sunday. It is very likely that I 
will be aboard the navy command ship, 
the "Shawmut." It is from here that 
tho operations will be directed. I look 
forward to these tests with a great deal 
of interest, but am sorry that we did 
not get a battleship so that we could 
carry out our original tactical plan 
first. 


We have had some very hot weather 


the last few days and I have not en- 
joyed it particularly. I have not been 
accustomed to much of the eastern heat 
and certainly long for the cool even- 
ings 
have in California. 


up to Boston. It-is' abeautiful rido out 
h v 
past the north shore of Long Island and 
across the Sound, then up over Connec- 
ticut, Rhode Island and Massachusetts 
to Boston. I wrote a note to Walter 
Christie, coach of the California track 
team, and dropped it into a Stadium 
an hour and a half before the games. 
I sent greetings to the California track 
team and wished them luck. I landed 
out 'at Framingham, twenty miles from 
Boston, and got back in time to see 
tho track meet. Walter Christie was 
glad to see me and I later joined the 
California contingent in the stands. It 
was a most interesting contest and the 
exciting finish when California won by 
one-half point was well worth while. 


I visited around Cambridge and Bos- 


ton Saturday evening and all day Sun- 
day. Saturday evening I had dinner 
with the California team at their hotel. 
On Saturday evening. Harvard rowed 
Cornell on the Charles river. It was a 
most interesting experience to_ get 
around a college again. Harvard is es- 
pecially interesting because it is so en- 
tirely different from other universities. 
I like the atmosphere of New England 
very much. Cambridge is a beautiful old 
. town; I stayed with an ex-flyer who is 
finishing his law course there. His 
house is next door to Longfellow's resi- 
dence, and on the same street was the 
chestnut tree under which the village 
blacksmith used to knock sparks. 


On Monday afternoon I flew back to 


Mitchel Feld by way of Springfield, 
Hartford, New Haven and Oyster bay. 
I took a circle around and took a look 
at Yale and tho big bowl. The next 
morning I got away early and came 
"back to Washington, arriving in my 
office about 10 o'clock Tuesday even- 
ing. I had been in but half an hour and 
still failed to get any breakfast, when 
General Mitchell sent for me and said 
he wanted me to go with him to Lang- 
ley Field. I made this trip in the gen- 
eral's ship. In the morning I had seen 
a fleet of eleven cruisers steaming out 
past Sandy Hook, and by lunch time I 
was opposite Norfolk and in the^mean- 
time had been around my office in 
Washington. 
In the afternoon at Langley Field, 


I attended to a lot of business. It is a 
busy place now with our air brigade 
concentrated 
and equipped at 
that 


point. The following morning the gen- 
eral, Lieutenant Streett and myself 
went in the captain's gig to the wreck 
of tho "Indiana," fifty miles up 
Chesapeake bay. We examined tho ef- 
fect of bombing on the battleship. 
While there our engine refused to work 
and we had to lay alongside until we 
got a tow aroutd Tangier island. It 
was too late to return that night, so 
we put into Tangier island and stayed 
for the night. It is an island inhabited 
by fishermen. When they are not fish- 
ing, they are crabbing, and when they 
are not crabbing they are clamming. 
There are 1600 people there and then- 
forefathers settled on the island in ear- 
ly colonial days. It was at this point 
that the British fleet outfitted waen 


« they made their attack on Washington, 


via the Potomac. There is no agricul- 
ture on the island, no dogs, no moving 
picture shows, and no dances. The peo- 
ple are all Methodists and their church 
is the biggest building on the island. 
Some time back the sheriff shot a small

I will be stationed at the field offi- 
cers' school next year. 
The course 


starts some time in September and lasts 
a year.

The num- 
ber attending is limited to twenty, and 
the officers selected are considered ra- 
ther fortunate., 
I would like to get out to California 
to visit you all, but cannot figure on it 
right nowv It might turn out before 
tho summer is over that I might get 
away for a month, but I am not plan- 
ning on it at present.

OFFICERS PRAISE RECORD. 


From the headquarters of tho Ameri- 


can third army corps in Germany on 
April 28, 1919, a communication signed 
by Campbell King, chief of staff for 
Major General J. L. Hines, recommend- 
ed that Captain Douglas be promoted 
to the rank of major. The information 
in the reconiemndation was as follows: 


"This officer has served with the 


third corps air service ever since the 
corps entered the line, August 4, 1918. 
He has successfully filled the positions 
of squadron group and corps air ser- 
vice operations officer, and from Janu- 
ary 20, 1919, to date he has been acting 
corps air service commander. He serv- 
ed one ond one-half months on the 
Vordun front with the French; five and 
one-half months on the front with 
American air service at Toul front, and 
in Chateau Thierry, Vesle, Aisne, San 
Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne operations. 
Number of mouths in' the A. E. P., six- 
teen." 
On May 5, 1919, ho was again recom- 


mended for promotion to grade of ma- 
jor in the air service, and this signifi- 
cant paragraph was utilized by Major 
General Hines: 
"It is considered that the continued 


efficiency of that office requires that 
this officer be promoted for the best in- 
terest of the service, and not replaced 
by an officer of higher rank." 


The above statement was made be- 


cause of the fact that it was contem- 
plated at tho close of the war to reduce 
war brigadier generals and others of 
even higher rank to grades of majors 
and captains. 
Under the date of France, January 


30, 1919, Major K. P. Littcuer, his im- 
mediate superior officer, wrote to the 
chief of air service, recommending the 
distinguished service medal for Captain 
Douglas, which ho afterwards received 
Tho communication stated. 


"Serving in a position of great re 


sponsibility, this officer, while discharg- 
ing with the utmost credit tho succes- 
sive duties of squadron and group op- 
erations officer, persistently volunteer- 
ered for and executed hazardous and 
difficult missions as airplane observer 
during tho Marne, Vesle, San Mihiel, 
Meuse-Argonne operations. He special- 
ized in extremely low-flying infantry 
contact, patrols, carrying out observa- 
tions of our own and enemy troops' 
movements at .altitudes ranging from 
ten to fifty meters, flying during vio- 
lent artillery action in the track of tra- 
jectories, exposing himself to point- 
blank hostile machine guu fire, and 
most frequently volunteering for this 
kind of work By his steady display 
of devotion and courage, Lieutenant 
Douglas set to the flying personnel op- 
erating under his direction an inspiring 
example. His work as a tactical execu 
tive was extraordinarily efficient anc 
successful, and was at all times marked 
by extreme energy, conscientious appli 
cation and intelligence. To his work 
as an observer he brought an exem 
plary spirit of self-secrifice."

Citrus Orchard Economy Is 


Outlined by Covina Rancher 


By Henry Damcrel, 
Covina, California. 


(Bead before Citrus Institxite meeting at Whitticr, Cal., Friday, June 24.) 


Proper economy in a citrus orchard 


means constantly spending more money. 
It also means spending more lime— 
more oi' your personal time—the time 
of the owner, who is the only one who 
can possess a one hundred percent in- 
terest in the property. 


Practising economy while spending 


more money, while seeming to lie a pt:r- 
adox, is in reality the exact thing that 
all business is doing, that ir>, nil business 
that is successful. 
Orchards are con- 


tinuously in a state of growth and 
change until they reach that point of 
actual deterioration so much talked 
about, and which is a very indefinite 
period, depending almost wholly on the 
history of the care of the orchard, and 
much futther off than most growers are 
inclined to think. 


Citrus orchard economy is a subject 


that I view as all-embracing in the in- 
dustry. No person can discuss orchard 
economy without bringing into the dis- 
cussion every phase of the industry. 


dass of orchard workmen in this in- 
hi.stry, men who are conscientious and 
iii'.iiiKlaking as a rule. But. nothing can 
fr, ke the place of personal supervision. 
This is not peculiar to the citrus in- 
dustry.

This personal attention I place in the 


category of first importance. You can 
use splendid judgment in the selection 
of workmen to do the work for you, 
but you must learn the business as far 
as practicable in all its basic principles, 
or your groves will not get the percent- 
age of real care that is the difference 
between real success and just ordinary 
success, or of condition approaching 
failure. 
The grove that is farmed by 


absent 
treatment, or long-distance 


supervision is almost invariably a grove 
that suffers. 
Absent owners should use 


unusurS care in selecting competent 
managers on part or whole time, and 
such growers should bo willing to pay 
more than ordinary day wages in order 
to get this time of supervision. I can 
sav that we have a remarkable fine 


ilium, heavy, or no crop, and with no- 
tations as to the physical condition of 
the tree, as to whether it is diseased 
and in what way, whether it shows a 
sign of poor ability to feed, or signs 
of injury from any source or for any 
reason. 
It may sound like a great 


deal of detail, but in fact, is not. 
Most ranchers who own from ten to 
twenty acres will in a few years be- 
come so familiar with such a system 
that they can almost recall the con- 
dition and performances of any tree 
without consulting the chart. 
Each 


rancher should work out his own way 
of keeping such a chart, the only neces- 
sity being that it shall be intelligible 
to "him. Six small marks or signs may

.ions of the crop from setting to har- 
dest. A trip in July will often show 
hat one tree is setting at a different 
time from that of its neighbor. A hot 
ipell may affect a later blooming set, 
You may be ablo to detect the cause 
of a variation in crop setting. A second 
;ime to make a careful study is just 
before the picking, when it is then 
possible to classify and determine the 
srop performance of the tree. I ear- 
nestly advocate that all ranchers think 
of individual trees nnd not of orchards. 


BEWARE OF HARD TIMES. 


With cultural costs, packing, freight 


and icing so high that they arc serious- 
ly interfering with net 'returns, the 
grower is looking for some relief this 
year. There.is no doubt in my mind 
that with the powerful and intelligent 
agencies at work in behalf of lower 
freight rates and icing charges we will 
get some relief in these lines. Packing 
costs are lower, and cultural costs arc 
to be somewhat reduced, although pro- 
bably never to return to the 
1917 


plane. 


Because jof these facts there are 


many hitherto successful growers who 
find they have a slim bank balance this 
year. 
But I do not look upon this 


condition as a cause for alarm, or that 
it especially places a black mark against 
the citrus industry. 
Wo must survey 


the entire country and world for com- 
parisons, and when we do this, even 
superficially, we find that, the citrus 
industry is close to the top in aggregate 
prosperity 
during, these 
stringent 


;times. 
Raisers of foodstuffs every- 


where in the country are experiencing 
the depressing conditions that follow 
undue inflation. The reason why the 
citrus industry is in better condition 
than other industries that come from 
tilling the soil is that the citrus grower 
5s exercising a higher intelligence than 
is generally a fact in other agricultural 
lines, the exceptions being mostly found 
in this state, where the walnut and 
other fruit and nut growers are now 
organized and cooperating on similar 
lines to that of the citrus grower. 


We should not consider with alarm a 


financial situation that is only tempor- 
ary. 
But we should remember that 


lean years follow abundant years, and 
it is most highly important in the eco- 
nomic question to provide finances in 
the form of bank balances' or credits 
for the lean years, for it is in the lean 
years that we should build up for the 
good years to come. A dollar will in- 
variably go further in the lean year 
than in times of peak prosperity. It is 
no part of wisdom to neglect the grove 
in poor financial years. Here is where 
we hasten the deterioration. 
Neglect 


in lean years means that the years 
to come cannot be good years, and the 
downward course will have begun. 
It 


is very hard to build up a grove tuat 
has suffered an interim of scanty feed- 
ing and care. 


Therefore, when I maintain that true 


economy in handling groves is to spend 
more rather than less upon them, I am 
not only taking into consideration the 
actual physical increase in size of trees 
that calls for more fertilizer and other 
care, but I am trying to emphasize the 
need for one hundred per cent stimula- 
tion at the time when the bank balance 
has not been fattened by the previous 
crop. Every rancher should have some 
system of a financial sinking fund that 
will provide for the ample care of the 
grove over a sustaining period of years. 


i Xo industrial concern is without such 
a fund. Many of you know that had it 
not been for the huge sinking funds 
maintained by some of our .gEfiaJjest; in- 
dustrial concerns it would" nave been 
impossible for business adjustment to 


j take place following the war. Such a 


j sinking fund should be at the credit 
i of each citrus rancher. 


COOPERATIVE WORK. 


It is my opinion that cooperation can 


| be carried much farther than it has 
| been in this industry up to the present 


i time. We are familiar with the success 


I we have achieved in cooperative mar- 
| keting, a success which is not equalled 


I and only approximated by other agri- 
cultural groups. But I believe it is well 
proven that we can cooperate in culti- 
vation and general care, through the 
use of tractors or teams. Cooperative 
tractor and team units have been tried 
with big success in my observation. It 
cuts down the initial cost in equipment 
and makes it possible to keep the equip- 
ment at work over sustained periods 
instead of lying idle part of the time. 
This I believe to be an important phase 
of orchard economy. 
It gives a full 


orchard equipment at a small invest- 
ment per acre. 


In this matter of cooperation there 


is another phase that I have every rea- 
son to believe to be highly important, 
which is that of cooperative fumiga- 
tion. I do not believe but that there 
is small doubt of the poor quality of 
fumigation during the past few years, 
and that, it has had a decided effect on 
the condition of the groves, the crop 
and the returns. Citrus plants cannot 
grow and thrive with scale infestation. 
During the war and aftenyards we have 
experienced much poor 
workmanship, 


which is something that all industries 
have contended with. 
We have also 


been passing through a period of ex- 
perimentation with fumigation mater- 
ials, and the liquid cyanide, to a large 
extent has been used in the place of the 
solid. 
Various applicators and vapor- 


isers have been invented with which to 
apply this liquid. 


I cannot definitely charge that the 


change from solid to liquid cyanide has 
been entirely the cause of poor fumiga- 
tion for it was undoubtedly due in a 
large way to careless and even criruin- 


! ally-indifferent work. 
This is one of 


] the matters calling for personal super- 


i vision, about which I have had some- 


1 thing to say. 
Fumigation is done at 


j night as WL- have practised it, and there 
! is every chance for indifferent work if 
; not closely supervised. Even though it 


I means loss of sleep for a few nights I 
' believe the owner or his responsible 


j agent should be in the grove during the 
period when the grove is being fumi- 
gated. Labor is a problem at all times, 
but I would much rather advocate the 
paying of high prices to labor and get 
good men than to trust our fumigating 
to men of cheaper help, men of low 
mentality and with sometimes criminal 
instincts. 
We don't want bolshevists 


or I.W.W.'s in our groves at night oi 
in the day. We have instances in Co- 
vina where it is known to a practical 
certainty that liquid cyanide has been 
sold by laborers to other growers at a 
distance, when it was brought to the 
orchard to be used on the orchard under 
a regular schedule. 
AVe must avoid 


hiring the fumigator who is a fumiga- 
tor by night and a tin-horn gambler or 
bolshevist by day, or who can in any 
way be suspected of being anything but 


honent. Many fumigating laborers are 
well known for their honesty and abil- 
ity, and we should choose these, or there 
may be but half a crop at harvest-time. 


These are some of the reasons why 


cooperative fumigation appeals to me, 
and why wo have gone into it quite ex- 
tensively in the Covina valley. Through 
cooperation we are able to study the 
question of fumigating materials, pro- 
per application, and the proper use of 
gas-tight tent*!. There can be no econ- 
omy greater than this one factor. We 
must determine this year whether we 
should go back to t'.\e old pot system or 
cyanofumer system, which was used 
during a period when we obtained good 
fumigation, rather than risk the grave 
possibility that there is still too much 
of experimentation in the use and ap- 
plication of liquid cyanide. We must 
determine whether it. is because of the 
use of liquid cyanide or the abuse of 
it that has had something to do with 
the poor fumigation received. 
We 


know that it is difficult to cheat a tree 
of its dosage if solid cyanide is used 
under the supervision of the rancher or 
his representative. 
It is hard to mis- 


apply or to get away with solid cya- 
nide, and we know that poor fumiga- 
tion has shown up since experimenta- 
tion began with these materials. 
It. 


will perhaps be better to return to old 
methods and allow the experimenta- 
tions to be carried out by the accre- 
dited experiment stations for a little 
while longer rather than to risk any 
more crops through poor fumigation. 


ECONOMIC FERTILIZERS. 


The most economic fertilizers are the 


ones that make the trees respond with 
a full crop, regardless of what the fer- 
tilizej" costs. And the most economic 
method of fertilization is to determine 
what fertilizers cause the trees to re- 
spond, and then to give the trees all 
they will absorb. 
There was a time 


when a rancher would gasp at an ex- 
penditure of fifty dollars an acre for 
fertilizer per year, but that time has 
been passed by the ranchers who are 
making a success. Some groves should 
have an annual expenditure of a hun- 
dred dollars an acre for fertilizer per 
year. The only test is the amount the 
trees need in order to set a big crop. 
There is no plant in all agriculture that 
responds so well and so quickly to fer- 
tilization as the citrus plant. 


A great deal of money is wasted in 


the wrong application of fertilizers. A 
heavy application of nitrates in the late 
winter is generally very poor economy, 
in fact it is wastage. 
Applying it at 


that time or in the early spring often 
results in its being washed down rapid- 
ly by the rains, until it is in the ground 
below the feeding area of the plant. I 
have observed it times without num- 
ber that highly soluble fertilizers, as 
well as manures, when applied and fol- 
lowed by a heavy rain, have had no 
time to become incorporated into the 
soil, and are lost by seepage or run-off. 


It is better to use smaller doses of 


fertilizer, with more frequent applica- 
tions. This will keep it in the ground 
at the proper depth. 
A great per- 


centage otherwise gets down too far 
for the roots to reach it. And bear in 
mind this matter of personal super- 
vision in application and in buying. 


Fertilization should be done with the 


idea in mind that you are preparing 
for the crop of next year. Fertilize 
heavily when the crop set is good. 
Then next, year's crop set will be good, 
all other things being favorable. This 
is just the opposite of the plan carried 
out by some ranchers. 


- PRUNE—DON'T MUTILATE. 
Much money can be saved and many 


crops salvaged by the intelligent study 
of the question 
of pruning. 
Don't 


under any consideration allow anyone 
to work off new ideas of pruning in 
your orchards. 
The place for experi- 


mentation is at the experiment station, 
or on small plats provided by ranchers 
who are willing to make the sacrifice. 
Having spent several years of my life 
as a commercial pruner, and from study 
and from records made by Mr. Shamel, 
I am convinced that pruning that is 
drastic, and which goes beyond a cer- 
tain normal point, is very injurious to 
crop production. The problem of prun- 
ing is that of removing the decadence, 
the dead limbs and the needless, un- 
profitable limbs, and doing it in a good 
workmanlike manner, followed by wax- 
ing or in some way sealing the larger 
wounds made. Following such a pro- 
cedure the proper feeding and care will 
bring the true-type tree up to a good 
productive condition. 


A SUMMARY. 


In summing up what I have had to 


say I want to place emphasis on the 
following points which I believe to 
DO fundamental: 


Personal supervision of all work in 


Droves, or its equivalent in carefully 
selecting your foreman or superinten- 
dent. 


Cooperative fumigation with person- 


al supervision. 


Avoidance of experimentation. De- 


termine the method that has been suc- 


essful in the past and stick to it until 
there is a real need for change. 


Individual treatment for trees. Don't 


grub out a poor tree until you have 
jiven it a chance. Treat the tree and 
the soil. 


Study your own grove tree by tree 


and don't take advice from a distance. 


Maintain a sinking fund. 
Fertilize and fumigate thoroughly. 
Economy lies in careful and liberal 


expenditure. 
Don't waste money on 


unproven and unavailable fertilizers. 
Stick to a good grade. 
All growers 


should give thought to the quality of 
manures, blood and tankage. 


The quantity system in picking ver- 


sus quality picking is a great question. 
The picker who uses care is worth a 
premium to the grower. Poor picking 
is costing the growers several hundred 
thousand dollars a year. It is unwise 
to spend a year growing an orange 
and have it ruined at the moment of 
picking, an injury often so small as 
to escape the sorters, gets into the box 
and cuts down the net return to the 
growers. 


In handling a ten or twenty acre 


citrus ranch the average man or woman 
can succeed throughout a lifetime, liv- 
ing a free and independent life, where, 
in the average business, 
taking the 


same capital, one will find it more 
confining, more exacting, requiring al 
ways the thought, of having to please 
the demands and whims of the buying 
public, and at a certain age one is 
apt to feel pushed aside, or that it 
is time to retire. 


Nothing of this sort can affect the 


citrus rancher who bui'ius his grove 
wisely. 
His life is a life of indepen- 


dence, and he may grow old gracefully, 
surrounded by a competence, a home 
and peace.

DEPARTMENTS 


A Sequel to "THE MORTGAGE WE CAN'T PAY OFF." 


The selling end of the orange 'tiusiness 


has many departments, some of them 
good and some not so thrilling. 
It 


might ehterest the grower to examine 
some of these departments. 


An • inspector used to come_ to the 


house and look over-the fruit as to 
clipper cuts, long stems, and other de- 
fective work. There was such a demand 
for places in this department that it 
became necessary to transfer the efforts 
to the grovo and increase the force. 
They have machines furnished them, 
and gasoline, and it is not a bad job to 
joyride over the country and occasion- 
ally examine a few boxes of fruit. We 
had a clipper that was just about per- 
fect, but one of those over-industrious 
fellows improved it until it was worth- 
less. This cost the grower about $30,000, 
"We use the old clipper now. He ought 
to have been canned for his industry, 
but I suppose he was not. 


During the period when we were 


dreaming of affluence and were not wor- 
rying about expenses, we thought very 
little about how this department had 
grown (in expense money), but when 
oranges dropped to a dollar a box we 
began to take notice. If it would be in 
order we would like to suggest that 
this inspection be taken care of locally. 
We might save a bit that way, and pos- 
sibly give a hard-pressed grower a 
chance to turn some of the money his 
way. Just a suggestion. We don't ex- 
pect anything to come of it. 


The entomological department was

great discovery. Before we .got it we 
had a crude method of scheduling trees 
by looking at them and guessing how 
much cyanide they ought to have, and 
the strange thing about it, it got re- 
sults. Often we cleaned up so thorough- 
ly that we ^epuld skip a year. New 
methods were introduced, and with il 


and wet. with a product no longer want- 
ed. Personally I don't favor the ex- 
change, though I know fellows who 
would think more of me if I did. 


The latest thing hatched or hatching 


from the department incubator is the 
industrial relations 
department. 
So 


many girls have drifted off to the mo- 
vies to become movie stars that it is 
difficult to rustle enough help to wrap 
the oranges. The wages are good and 
some women are making more than 
their husbands. Not all the girls make 
jood in the movies, and it is proposed 
to give some dapper young fellow a 
limousine and expense money, and by 
means of joyrides and eats, lure them 
back to the packinghouse; 


We ought to have the research depart- 


ment. Its duties would be to look the 
graft 
over and 
determine whether 


there was anything that had been over- 
looked. 
For the growers, there should bo the 


red ink department. It would not_ be 
popular because there are no perquisites 
that could be hung onto it. 


A canning department would not be 


bad, to can some of our inefficiency. 


If we had this department it might 


have a wholesome effect on business. If 
it had been working when the marma- 
lade thing was going we might have 
been able to save thousands of dollars. 
When salary raising was more fashion- 
able than raising oranges, more than 
one good man was ruined because he 
had a lot of money to spend, and it 
takes time to spend it. "He that is 
slothful in his work is brother to him 
that is a great waster." Once a fellow 
gets above a certain grade he seems 
to have a lifetime job. It is an unheard 
of thing for one of them to lose his job, 
no matter if he is a great waster. Is 
the marketing end of the game a sine 
cure? It certainly is for some.

We have the inspectors departmenr 
to hope for a cleanup. Sometimes when 
we go out and see the fruit ruined and 
the leaves almost all off, "we feel lucky 
that we have a grove left. There is 
talk of going back to the crude method 
just long enough to get a cleanup, and 
after that we may try out some of the 
new innovations some more. Just at 
present we ''gotta clean up." 
The-export,department is about the 


finest thing going. It curries with it a 
trip around the world I am sure the 
fellow who makes the trip thinks it all 
right. There are millions of Chinamen 
over around Shantung living on grass, 
and it would not take much of an ef- 
fort to get them to eat oranges provid- 
ed they could hustle the price. Just re- 
cently we shipped a few cars to Eng- 
land. Sure, someone ought to be sent 
over there to show our English cousins 
how to peel and eat them. They might 
swallow the pulp and get the "tummy 
ache" and would not want any more. 
By all means send someone to England,, 


The bud selection department in a fine 


thing, only it happened about 25 years 
too late to do a lot of us any good. We 
may decide to change our groves into 
grapes. In that case we would need his 
help. It would be just our fool luck for 


i home brew io go out of fashion just 
when we had the change working ana 
leave ue high and dry, or rather high 


There was a time when a grower could 
go out after fumigating and tell wheth- 
er he had gotten results or not. It was 
effective but not official. It was too 
cheap. There arc some growers, yet, 
who can tell when all their fruit is ruin- 
ed. Now you must be officially inspect- 
ed The average grove is reported com- 
mercially clean. If they would say com- 
mercially cleaned, we could understand 
that 
Most growers are commercially 


cleaned after they have had a couple 
bouts with the fumigators in quick suc- 
cession. Resistant scale, off-hatch and 
kindred terms have been coined with 
tho introduction of new methods that 
have been put over on us and do not 
eive results. We would not discredit 
the good work done by this department. 
'' None are so easily persuaded as those 
who want to be.!' When a professor 
came along with a scheme to inoculate 
the scale with the "con" some of us 
fell for it because it was cheap. A great 
howl went up from the bunch, and sure 
enough they were right. It was a fake. 


Mr Grower, if there are too many 


departments and some of them not mak- 
ing good it is your fault. So long as 
you do not make a kick where it will 
count this business will go merrily on 
and there are a lot of Democrats booked 
to lose their jobs, and new departments 


will be created to take care of them. 
You bellyache down on the streets for 
a year and when time comes for the an- 
nual meeting you hand your proxy over 
to some fellow who votes it for the very 
thing jpa have been kicking about. If 
there is a political machine built up 
in the organization, it will continue so 
long as the same old board of directors 
run affairs. If you have a man who is 
doing his duty, "grapple him to your 
soul with hooks of steel," but the fel- 
low who is putting a short in the ma- 
chinery ought to^;o. There is one place 
where your talk will count. See to it 
that you are at that place when the 
time comes. No radical changes will 
ever bo made so long as you are not 
there to make them. Your success de- 
pands on tho profitable sales. 


When the lemon growers went on the 


rocks, salaries were voluntarily cut 5 per 
cent. If that is the best they can do, 
then the grower is on the wrong end of 
tho game. We should not expect the 
help to be reduced to "red ink," but 
wo do expect them to call a halt on new 
departments and expenses that might 
be avoided. Mr. Exchange man, until 
wo get back where we can see a few 
dollars we can call our own, you better 
go a little slow on the expense account. 
This applies all along the line down to 
the fellow who stands in the packing- 
house door and seems to be a man with- 
out a job. 


Tho report of the auditing committee 


is sent out once a week to each of the 
district exchanges. How many of you 
growers ever go there to see itf If you 
did you would probably know a lot 
more about your business than you do. 


Some of tho greatest men in the busi- 


ness world are connected with this big 
organization. They are attending to 
their business and making good. It is 
a crime not to recognize their ability. 
But tho fellow who thinks he has a sin- 
ecure is going to get his. Mr. Grower, 
wake up or shut up. Don't be unreason- 
able; be fair.

According to a statement made ^Toy 


Supervisor Prcscott F. Cogswell, the 
county will soon build a new bridge 
over the San Gabriel river at a point 
directly west of El Monte. There is an 
old wooden bridge at that point. 


Finns fo'r both a steel and a concrete 


bridge will be prepared, but on account 
of the high cost of steel construction 
the bridge will most likely be erected 
of reinforced concrete. It is believed 
that the concrete structure can be built 
at a saving of probably $30,000 or $40,- 
000, and will really be a more massive 
and more artistic bridge. 


It is proposed to make a roadway of 


24 feet, which will be separated on 
either side by a strong wall or fence 
from sidewalks for pedestrians. The 
bridge will be 511 feet long and the 
approaches will be filled in and walled. 


A new and wider bridge than the 


one there now is necessary, because of 
the heavy and constant traffic on this 
boulevard. The present structure is in- 
adequate and requires continual outlay 
of money to keep in repair.
